The delay on the part of the President

Wien the last decace of the lest cen- 
tury had begun the life of J «mes Ciathrie 
began. He was born iy 1792. We have 
now entered the nineteenth year 
beyond the midd!e of another century. 
And now here lie the remains cf our 
friend and brother and father. Diath 
has done his work. Death, that comes 
with equsai step to ali, paused not even 
here. Greatness of mind, magnanimity 
of soul, versatility. cf meptal power, 
broad philanthrophy, herculean energy, 
echilk-like gentleness, services of un- 
measured usefuinese, rendered acity, @ 
commonwealth, a nation—all these 
avaiied not to stay the haud of death. 
The yearning sympsthies, the carnest 
prayers, the deep anguish of stricken 
daughters, were alike powerless to pro- 
long his life. in the seventy-eeventh 
year of his life, like ashock of corn fully 
ripe, the Hoo. James Guthrie has been 
gathered into the garrer of the grave. 
We come to-day, in the providence of 
that God who has permitted us tosurvive 
him, to bear him to his burial. Bodies 
corporate, fraternities, feilow-citizens, 
neighbors, friends, kinsmen—eli alike 
partakers of the weight of this great scr- 
row—we come to bear him to his last 
resting place. Once more God speaks to 
use—‘' Whatever life may be, however 
long, however earnest, however great or 
good—thou too shaltdie!’’ Not in the 
life of some other, but tbrough the life 
and through the death of this great man 
God speaks tous. Through the bold he- 
roism of active life on the great flood of 
western waters; through the ear:y aspi- 
rings of geniusin the legal profession; 
through the steady growth of intellectual 
and moral power; through true devotion 
to right in civil tunings iu strict integrity 
in-national trusts; through the unbend- 
ing toil of brain, and hand, sud heart, 
whereby a city has been built and a 
reat commonwealth increased in glory ; 
and then through the relaxing of physi- 
cal power, the decadence of the mental 
energies aud the gentile decline into 
death. Through each and all of these 
God says to us, ‘‘ Dust thou art, and 
unto dust shalt theu return. Now thou 
artin the midst of active life, thou too 
shalt die.’? Yes; behind you are the 
aweet mementoes of the past, all around 
you the rich enjoyments of the present, 
aud before you the opening vista of fu- 
ture hopes, but beadmonished! Beycnd 
them all there iaanother day.

Extraordinary Trial for Murder and 
Arson, 

An extraordinary trial for murder and 
arson has just been concluded at Nancy, 
France. The accused, a young man of 
nineteen, named Jeanson, was a pupil at 
the school for young men intended for 
the priesthood, kept by Pont-a-Mousson. 
He appears, however, to have been little 
qualitied for a religious life. In May 
last he was detected introducing a copy 
of Aristophanes into the establishment, 
and, fearing expulsion, determined to 
mark his departure by a signal act of 
vengeance. Getting up at night, he col- 
lected a heap of books in the schoolroom 
and set fireto them, aud while the pile 
was burning he broke open the desks of 
tha other pupils to take whatever money 
or valuables they contained, and then 
wrote on the walls such inscriptions as 
‘* Down with the Priests!’’ ‘‘ How sweet 
is vengeance !’’ ian beginni.g what 
others wiil complete!’’ Je&nson ap- 
pears to have been much attached to an- 
other youth named Jouatte, and on re- 
flecting that after the unpardonable act 
he had just committed he could not es- 
cape expulsion, he resolved to murder 
his friend rather than be separated from 
him. He accordingly went back to the 
dormitery, and there in cold blood cut 
the throat of the other lad. The de- 
fense put forward was insanity, al- 
though no acts of the previous life of the 
accused were of a nature to justify the 
supposition, although the evidence show- 
ed that bis conversations with his 
school-fellows were often blasphemous 
and revolting. He was condemned to 
twenty years’ hard labor. 


TRAGEDY AT SEA. 


Three Hundred Lives Lost bya 
Powder Explosion. 


London Morning Post. 

The first news of this catastrophe was 
received here by the naval section of the 
War Ministry by a telegram from the 
commander of the island and fortress of 
Lissa, in which it was stated that the 
optic telegraph stationed at Fort Wel- 
lington had signaled the information 
that, at a distance of about ten miles to 
the northeast of the island, an Austrian 
frigate was blown up. The commander 
of the island instantly telegraphed to 
the vegsels stationed at ‘'riesteand Yara, 
and to the commander of the squadron 
at Gravosa, to proceed at once to the 
scene of the accident; and the ironclad 
frigate jverdinand Max, as well as the 
guotoat Hum and the steamer Andreas 
Hofer, were immediately dispatched to 
Lissa with grders to render any aesist- 
ance that was necessary sand possible 
under the circy mstancer, 

A deputation of the corporation of 
Lissa also set out to the piace where the 
accident had ococurred, and on their re- 
turn yesterday they telegraphed that of 
the whole crew sod 
numbering in all 364 men, besides the 
Captain, onlv twenty-threa had been 
able to save themselves by swimming, 

The Rade‘zky was uader sail, on a 
cruise for gun practics, and had no steam 
up, ao that the acctdent could not have 
béoo caused by the explosion of the boiler 
or a cylinder.

The monthly report of the Department 


horses baye increased slightly in most of 
the Western and Southern :ates, but 
very little in the Middle and Kastern 
States—not enough to keep pace with the 
increa3e of population in the Atlantic 
ad seaboard States. Nebraska, Kansas, 
Missouri, Iowa, Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
and the Pacific coast States, exhibit the 
largest increase. That the numbers are 
not equal to the demand, is shown by a 
general though smaji advance in prices. 
The increase of mules is also slow, iu 
Gomparisou with the sapid ageregation 
of population, and the range of pricss 
appears to be higher tLan last year. Re- 
turus of oxen and other cattle point to.a 
ee gg decrease in New Jersey, Mary- 
and, North Carojjua, Florida, Tex 
Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana and Lilinois. 
There is a diminution amounting to five 
per cent. in the iaiter State. Io miich 
cows & reduction is reported in Texas, 
and Illinois, in.some of the South- 
ern States. A general increase in the 
prices of cattle is reported. A reduction 
in the number of sheep appears to be 
neral, the only exceptions being Rhode 
sland, Tennessee, mesota, Kansas, 
and the Pacific States. “Pre loss can not 
be much less than ten percent. Prices 
of sheep have deciined slightly in certain 
sections and advanced in others. In dis- 
tricts where merino stock monopoliz:s 
sheepwalks the deciive is general, aad, 
in some sections heavy. K>turas of 
swine corroborate thoee of iast fall, 
showing greatly lessened numbers of 
fattening hogs, and mark a very decided 
reduction, amcunting to fifteen per cent. 
In a large portion of the Ohio Valley 
oe are largely increased, in maay 
tates twenty-five or thirty per cent., 
and not unfrequently fifty or sixty per 
cent.

CENTRAL ASIA. 


The Steady Progress ef Russian 


From the Philadelphia Age.] 

The steady progress of Russian arms 
and influence in Central Asia has at last 
aroused the attention of Eaoglish states- 
men, and they are pointing out the dac- 
ger which menaces the British East Iao- 
dia possessions from this quarter. Nor 
are tuese apprehensions idle or ground- 
less, Ktokan has been, for some time 
past, all but absorbed into the Ruesian 
Empire; the Khanate of Khiva sses, 
with apparent trar qnility, the same fate 
drawing near; and the cession of the 
famous of Samar: und and its terri- 
tory has reduced the Emir of Bokhara, 
a potentate connected with a tragical 
episode in Anglo Indian history, to the 
condition of a Ruasian viceroy, and Ras- 
sian are beginning, according to 
their own boast, to feel themselves at 
last at home in Turkestan. The Jaxar- 
tes and Lake Aral bave long had their 
flotillas of steam guanhoats. The Oxus 
and (agpian @re about to have them. 
Arnoed conquest preceded as the pioneer ; 
but now commerce, yhicb has been grad- 
ually though somewhat intermittently 
increasing since 1850, has made a great 
stride onwards, and promises to consoli- 
date the gains of war. The Emir has 
opeved khara to Russian merchants, 
whoge goods ase admitted by the last 
treaty at as low an ad valorem duty as 
those of Mohammedans, and they are 
beginning to take advantage of their new 
liberties. While this condition cf affsirs 
in Asia is recognized by the Enoglish 
press, the British Ambassador.at St. Pe- 
tersburg has addressed the Rusvian gov- 
ernment relative to its advance in the 
direction of India. This is evidently in- 
tended to draw the Russian fire, and as- 
certain, if possible, the rea] purpose of 
Russia in extending her arnis and arts 
in Central Asia. Of course the Czar is 
too cunning a statesman and diplomatist 
to show the real condition of his band. 
But he is a Russian, and cannot and will 
not forget the part England played in 
the Crimean affair. Afier entering into 
an agreement with Russia that tha power 
and*influence of Napoleon and France 
should be curbed, ‘‘perfidious Albion” 
joined hands with her hereditary enemy, 
marched troops to Sevastopol, and aided 
in the termination of that memorable 
strugg'e. From that moment dates the 
commencement of Rusglan movements 
of a decided anti-Hritish character in 
Ventral Asia. The Czar means to keep 
the British occupied in guarding their 
possessions and interests in that remote 
region, in order to prevent a duplication 
of the Crimean association, in case the 
astern question should light the torch 
of warin Southern Europe. By sucha 
movement two points can be covered. 
Kussia may realiz3 her dream of a foot- 
hold on the Mediterranean, and at the 
same time confine England to a small 
portion of that vast country, which is 
just waking from long centuries of death- 
like slumber. The game is a bold one 
on the part of the Czar, but he may suc-

SAVED AGAIN. 

By the prompt intervention of Mr. 
Wotcort, Chairman of the Finance 
Committee of the Board of Mayor and 
Aldermen, the stock in the Little Rock 
Railroad, the property of the city, 
was yesterday, for the third time, 
saved from the clutches of the 
ring. It will be remembered ‘by the 
readers of the APPEAL that on the 15th 
of last menth Mr. Simpson, one of the 


ereditors of the city, agreed to withhold 


bis ¢laim for what was due him, and 
release, for thirty days, the stock in 
the Little Rock Railroad owned by the 
city, and seized in his behalf by order of 
the United States District Gourt. The 
time thus granted, the F: nanceCom mittee 
agreed, should be occupied in a faithful 
endeavor by them to raise the amount 
(some $12,000) upon the bonds authorized 
by the people to be used as collateral, 
consenting also at the same time thatin 
the event of failure they would interpose 
no objections to the sale of the stock to 
satisfy the claim, The committee did 
not then, nor did the citizens generally 
apprehend any opposition to the only 
feasible plan that presented itself for the 
relief of the city, and the satisfaction ofa 
claim long dus. But they were doomed 
to disappointment. ‘The few who desire 


that-Memphis shail be governed and 


controiied for their benefit, labor- 
ing, perhaps unwittingly, in the 
jipterest of their friends who desire 
tc possess themselves of and monopolize 
the railway system of Memphis, inter- 
posed an injunction from the Chancery 
Court and put a stop to the negotiations 
that promised immediate relief for the 
poor and needy workmen of the city, 
payment of the city’s creditors and re- 
lease of her property from the limbo in 
which it had lain so long. It was known 
té this eclect few that every other means 
of raising money had been exhausted, and 


~ that only by the use of bonds as collate 


-ral could the crisis in the financial affairs 
of the city be relieved. It was also 
known to them that unless the amount 
claimed by Mr. SIMPSON was promptly 
paid on Tuesday, the etock, for which 
not a few pretended friends of Memphis 
hupgered, would in all probability pass 
into hands that would forever maniju- 
late it for selfish purposes, and, if neces- 
sary to that end, against the interests of 
Memphis. Yet they persevered in their 
injunction. Appeais to their sense of 
the needs of the poor workingmen, to 
their interest, in common with all oth- 
era, in the good faith of the city, 
to their interest in preserving to the 
city some control in the management

Fortunately, at the last mo- 
ment, Mr. WoLcotr was able to frus- 
trate these designs of the “ring ’’ upon 
the Little Rock Riilroad stock, and 
with the aid of Mr. Davis, of the 
First National Bank liquidate the claim 
of Mr. Simpson. This being done on 
Mr. WoLcor?’s personal note, the stock 
is fally redeemed from all entanglement 
in law; forever to remain so, let us hepe. 
Meanwhile, the icjunction *tands; the 
poor men in the city’s employ are un- 
paid, the streets are in an unusually 
filthy condition, the repairs and labor 
neceesary at this season to put our road- 
ways andalieys iu trim for the hot days 
of summor, are suspended ; aad, gener- 
ally, the wheels of the city govern- 
ment are clogged, and all that a few 
wealthy men may indalge themse!ves 
by playing “‘Cit'zsns’ Union” and testing 
the extent to which the law will humor 
them in an attempt to decry the credit 
of Memphis for ulterior purposes. This 
is the simpie story of a wrong, the great.

The perversity of cotton, which won’t 
move, though everso much anxiety }s 
felt for it todo 80, causes a very dull 
money market. Currency is easy enough 
to be eure, but it is turning over slowly, 
and not at allin a satisfactory manner 
to our banks. Our cotton factors are 
carrying largely, and their bank ac- 
counts, ina number of cases, are over- 
drawn in order to save their country 
friends, and give them advantage of apy 
rise in prices. It was thought that the 
stagnation in cotton would be but tem- 
porary at the outsef, but it has draggea 
along for weeks, and still shows no sign 
of recuperation. In the face of this long 
season of inactivity, it must be confessed 
tbat our factors are men of nerve and 
their faith inthe staple not easiiy 
shaken. 

Exchange is some easier, but none of 
our banks can be said to have a liberal 
supply, though oneor two have not 
only been able to meet all the demande 

_of their customers, but have accommo. 
dated their neighbors to a greater or}iess 
extent at par to $1 per $1000 premium.
